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The Secretary of State is hereby authorized and directed to cause this act, 
together with aU the general and special poor laws now in force in this State, to 
be compiled and published in pamphlet form, with such notes and explanations, 
forms and instructions adapted to the several systems of supporting the poor, as 
in his opinion may be necessary, and that he cause the same, when published, to 
be distributed to superintendents and overseers of the poor, and keepers of poor- 
houses in this State ; also to town and city clerks, county clerks and clerks of 
boards of supervisors of this State. (§ 7, Chapter 424 Laws of 1870.)

may discharge any of them. He shall, also, from time to 
time, give such orders and instructions as he may judge 
best calculated to induce good conduct, fidelity and 
economy in any department of labor and expense, and he 
is authorized and enjoined to maintain salutary discipline 
among all who are employed by the institution, and to 
enforce strict compliance with such instructions, and 
uniform obedience to all the rules and regulations of the 
asylum. He shall further cause full and feir account* 
and records of all his doings, and of the entire business 
and operations of the institution, together with the con- 
dition and prospects of the pupils, to be kept regularly^ 
from day to day, in books provided for that purpose ; and 
he shall see that all such accounts and records shall be 
fully made up to the first day of April and October in 
each year, and that the principal facts and results, with 
his report thereon, he presented to the board at its semi- 
annual meetings.
